Thank you for your letter urging the release of the sealed 
files in the John F. Kennedy investigation by the House 
Select Committee on Assassinations, of which I served as 
Chairman. 



This is to advise you that, when the Committee which I 
chaired completed its work in the investigation of the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy, we released 12 
volumes of information regarding our investigation, which 
were available to the American public. Additionally we 
held in excess of fifteen days of nationally publicized and 
televised hearings of the results of our investigation 
With regard to the assassination of President Kennedy, our 
committee began its work thirteen years after the death of 
the President. 
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Consequently I am now in the process of initiating action 
in the House and Senate, to release not only the records 
of the committee which I chaired but also records of other 
committees and agencies which have sealed records 
pertaining to the assassination of the President. I am 
proceeding as expeditiously as possible with the hope that 
the release of such records can be accomplished in the 
current Congress.
